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Money For Defense 
Vital, Says Col. Cole

(HE Reserve Officers of the country 

are the guardians of our National 
Defense Act. There are more than 
114,000 in number representative of 
industry, commerce and the profes- 
sions. An adequate system of national 
defense is provided for as far as the 
Army is concerned in the National De- 
fense Act—a Federal Statute, and as 
to the Navy, as outlined in the U. S. 
Naval Policy and in the Washington 
Treaty Limiting Naval Armament. 
An adequate system of national defense 
is provided for in spirit but not in 
fact. Appropriations are required an- 
nually to carry out the provisions of 
the National Defense Act and the U. 
S. Naval Policy and the ratios set 
forth in the Washington Treaty Limit- 
ing Naval Armaments. But the 
moneys have not always been forth- 
coming. Why? 

Services Not Blamed 

We cannot iay the blame for not 
having an adequate system of national 
defense to the Army or the Navy or to 
the War Department or the Navy De- 
partment. Their recommendations to 
carry out the provisions of our statutes. 
policies and treaties have been periodi- 
cally submitted. They can only recom- 
mend. 

We cannot lay all the blame to Con- 
gress. Under the economy program 
that has been demanded by the people 
and the limited budget, they have done 
well. 

The apathetic attitude on the part 
of our people toward our national prob- 
lems and in particular to an adequate 
system of national defense which I con- 
sider one, of our greatest national 
problems today, is the real answer. 

The history of our nation has shown 
an apathetic attitude on the part of 
our people toward our nationai prob- 
lems—a slumbering patriotism awaken- 
ed only in the face of a national emer- 
gency. 

Pacificism Plays Part 

The doctrines of pacifism and inter- 
nationalism that have been preached 
from our pulpits, in our schools and 
colleges have also contributed but these 
fallacies are quickly brushed to one 
side by the serious-minded citizen. 

The military policy of the United 
States is defensive and not offensive. 
Preparedness such as we advocate in 
this country can very properly be 
termed an agency for peace. A very 
interesting decision was made some 
time ago by the Supreme Court of the 
United States—“The genius and char- 
acter of our institutions are peaceful 
and the power to declare was not con- 
ferred upon Congress for the purpose 
of aggression or aggrandizement, but 
to enable the general government to 
vindicate by arms, if it should become 
necessary, its own rights and the rights 
of its citizens.” We know that our pro- 
tective agencies are far from adequate. 
Our country has never fought a war of 
aggression and never will. Yet our 
foreign policies, the protection of our 
commerce, our possessions and our 
citizens and the policy of an adequate 
system of national defense are con- 
stantly branded as being “Imperial- 
istic” and “Militaristic” by the agencies 
that advocate complete land and naval 
armament. 

Peace Function Vital 

If our protective agencies are to 
function efficiently in the event of a 
national emergency they must function 
efficiently in time of peace, for the 
peace-time structure constitutes the 
framework on which a great national 
army and navy of well trained men 
must be built to defend our country. 

I would like to set forth here the 
Declaration of Principles of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association of the United 
States recently adopted by the National 
Executive Committee. It reads as fol- 
lows:

Chiefs Work on First 
Step in Army Survey 





"THE first phase of the survey of the 
Army, started in response to the 
President’s statement looking toward 
tax reduction by economy in the forces 
of national defense, is now well under 
way. Chiefs of the arms and services 
of the Army and members of their 
staffs have been hard at work all week 
drafting detailed reports and recom- 
mendations for submission to the gen- 
eral staff of the War Department. 

It is though likely that this step in 
the survey will be completed late next 
week, although no specific time limit 
is understood to have been put on the 
chiefs. 

Secretary of War Good, at press con- 
ference August 8, said that work on 
the survey was being pushed diligent- 
ly and that he had hopes that some- 
thing well worth while would be de- 
veloped. He was unable to state when 
the survey would be completed but still 
believed that the major part of the 
task would be completed in time to 
be taken into consideration with the 
1931 budget estimates. 

The Sedretary emphasized that 
wherever, in the course of the survey, 
if it should be found that by following 
certain recommendations immediate 
savings could be effected wisely they 
would be put into operation at once. 
The department, he said, will aim to 
save insofar as possible, by not spend- 
ing all of those appropriations now 
available. Because appropriations have 
been made, he declared, is no reason 
why it should be thought necessary to 
spend them. 

Considerable satisfaction has been 
evidenced that a policy of allowing 
chiefs of branches considerable latitude 
in making their reports and recom- 
mendations to the General Staff has 
been instituted. In this way the Gen- 
eral Staff will get the full benefit of 
the experience and observat ifonso 
the experience and observations of the 
chifes. 

What methods will be taken to effect 
economies is still largely a matter of 
conjecture. It is almost a predeter- 
mined fact, however, that there will 
be no suggestion of reducing the num- 
ber of personnel, as it is generally con- 
ceded, except in pacifistic circles, that 
the Army is now on rock bottom in 
that respect. Both in the Army and 
out of it there is considerable talk of 
abolishing or subordinating some of the 
present arms or services, but few be- 
lieve that this will culminate in any 
revolutionary actions. 





Delay C. of E. Appointment 


ELAY in the appointment of a suc- 
cessor to Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin 
as chief of engineers has occasioned 
considerable comment in Army circles. 
It had previously been intimated that 
a@ successor would be named on August 
7, the date of Gen. Jadwin’s retirement, 
but on that date word was given out at 
the White House that it would be sev- 
eral days before President Hoover 
would announce the appointment. 

Gen. Jadwin retired August 7 after 
having reached 64 years. He retired 
as a lieutenant general—a distinction 
accorded to him by Congress for his 
services in the Canal Zone. 

Thus, there are two agencies of the 
War Department now working under 
“acting chiefs.” Brig. Gen. Herbert 
Deakyne, assistant to the Chief of En- 
gineers, is acting chief of that corps, 
while Col. Ernest R. Redmond, O. R. C., 
is acting chief of the Militia Bureau 
pending the appointment of a successor 
to Maj. Gen. Creed C. Hammond. 

Secretary of War Good said August 8 
that he had made no recommendations 
to the President as to a successor for 
Gen. Jadwin, but that he expected to 
do so and hoped it would be soon. 

“In the next four years,” the Secre- 
tary said, “the problems facing that 
corps will be much larger than that of

Proposal on Cruiser 
Parity Stops Parley

FACING an impassee as a result of 

their inability to reach an agree- 
ment on the cruiser parity proposal, 
negotiations between the American and 
British governments are virtually at a 
standstill and the possibilities of a dip- 
lomatic postponement of further ac- 
tion until the 1931 conference are in- 
creasing. 

Interesting developments have been 
taking place behind the curtain “be- 
tween the acts.” 

The “yardstick” prepared by the U. 
S. naval experts and submitted some 
weeks ago to the British has been 
found acceptable as a basis of negotia- 
tions except in the one vital respect, 
parity in cruisers. 

Of the major principles outlined, 
seven in number, the cruiser proposal 
presents an apparently unsolvable 
problem. 

In the fact o fthese developments 
conviction is growing here that the 
proposed visit of Premier MacDonald 
will not materialize this fall and efforts 
to force an early conference will be 
abandoned. 

Originating at Geneva in 1927 with 
Rear Admiral Hillary P. Jones, the 
idea of a yardstick was taken up by 
President Hoover as offering the best 
hope for a solution of the limitation 
tangle. Our naval experts, working 
under instructions, sought a formula 
that would embrace all types of ships. 
The futility of finding such a formula, 
for instance one that would establish 
a “relativity” between a battleship and 
a submarine forced the speedy aban- 
donment of this effort. In its stead 
the experts went to work on a simpli- 
fied yardstick which was eventually 
evolved. 

The moot question was a satisfac- 
tory solution of the cruiser question, 
one that would give the U. S. the es- 
sential 10,000 ton ships and the British 
the number of smaller cruisers held as 
a minimum and still maintain parity. 

In its final form three factors were 
taken into consideration. Displace- 
ment, age, and speed. More and 
more it is apparent, in spite of lack of 
official announcements, that the Brit- 
ish are unwilling to agree on equality 
in cruisers and that they have no in- 
tention of scrapping any cruiser ton- 
nage. 

In addition to this Japanese reports 
indicate that they will demand an in-

Anti-Aircraft Tests 
Show New Materiel

HE War Department has approved 

a program prepared under the joint 
supervision of the Chiefs of Ordnance, 
Coast Artillery, Air Corps, and Corps 
of Engineers, calling for extensive 
tests of new anti-aircraft materiel at 
Aberdeen Proving Ground during the 
period September Ist to October 3ist. 
Similar tests have been held annually 
since 1925 and have contributed very 
largely to the remarkable development 
of anti-aircraft cannon, fire control and 
accessory equipment during that pe- 
riod. The personnel for manning the 
new equipment furnished by the va- 
rious branches will be drawn from an 
active anti-aircraft organization of the 
Coast Artillery. Effort will be made 
to stimulate service conditions to the 
greatest extent possible - consistent 
with a satisfactory determination of 
the re®ive efficiencies of the new ma- 
teriel as compared with previous types. 

World War Materiel 

In the first anti-aircraft exercises 
which were held at Fort Tilden in 
1925, the anti-aircraft artillery and 
fire control then in the hands of the 
service were used. This for the most 
part consisted of materiel developed 
towards the close of the World War pe- 
riod. A sufficiently large number of 
rounds were fired to insure that the 
conclusions to be drawn from the tests 
would be reliable. These tests fur- 
nished a measuring scale, or base line 
to be used for comparing the results of 
future tests. Since 1925 the exercises 
have been held at the Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Ground and the results of each 
have shown a considerable improve- 
ment over the year preceding. 

All firings have been conducted at 
flag or sleeve targets towed by an air- 
plane at varying speeds up to a maxi- 
mum of about 110 miles per hour. For 
guns the target was towed at altitudes 
from 3,000 to 16,000 feet at varying 
slant ranges. Effort was made to ob- 
tain as great a rate of change in range 
and as high a speed as possible. A con- 
siderable part of the firings were con- 
ducted at altitudes of 12,000 feet or 
more, to furnish data on the perform- 
ance of the 3-inch and 105 mm. guns at 
high altitudes. For machine guns the 
target was towed at varying altitudes 
upon to 4,000 feet and at varying slant 
ranges. The average slant range for 
caliber .50 machine guns was about 
1,500 yards, and for caliber .30 machine 
guns 1,200 yards. 

As a result of the continuous pro- 
gram of development and test since 
1925 practically all the war-time ma- 
teriel has been replaced on the Book of 
Standards by new and greatly improved 
types. The present status of our anti- 
aircraft armament may be summarized 
as follows: 

Replace Mount 

3-in. A. A. Mobile Mount. The war- 
time 3-inch anti-aircraft trailer mount 
has been replaced by a new vehicle pos- 
sessing the advantages of greater 
range, almost double the rate of fire, 
almost perfect stability and greatly im- 
proved road performance. The gun is 
equipped with a removable liner which 
may be replaced in the field in a very 
few minutes thus restoring a worn-out 
gun to its former effectiveness without 
the necessity of returning it to an ar- 
senal for retubing. 

3-in. A. A. Fixed Mount. The new 
fixed gun is similar to the old in gen- 
eral characteristics, but includes many 
refinements in detail tendi to im- 
prove the loading, ease of training, and 
rate of fire. 

105 mm. A. A. Fixed Mount. This 
mount has been developed to fill the 
need for a longer range, higher pow- 
ered weapon for the anti-aircraft de- 
fens of important fortifications, naval 
stations, ete. The maximum vertical 
range of the gun is about 14,000 yards 
or nearly twice the altitude attainable 
by a loaded bomber. A pneumatic ram- 
mer mechanism is provided to load the 
complete round which weighs about 65

the necessity for more pay. ers strongly recommend to Congress a thorough 
consideration of the principles as outlined by this board. It is also pointed out 
that President Hoover’s recently announced desire to cut down the Army ex- 
penses has no significant relation to the matter of more pay for those men in 
the Services. 


XPRESSING itself in favor of increased pay for members of the various 
services, the San Antonio Express _— Democratic) says: “War 
Department appropriations for the Army this fiscal year total $282,118,885. That 
is but .07 per cent of the national wealth. Adding the outlay for the Navy, the 
ate comes to $600,250,842. Both land and sea forces are maintained by 
voluntary service, and therefore call for much higher pay schedules than the 
armies and navies of nations that practice conscription. An interdepartmental 
board at Washington * * * recommends increases in pay for the personnel of 
the various establishments. Certainly the officers and others who serve the Nation 
should be paid fairly in accordance with their responsibilities; they should be 
enabled to maintain the right standards of living. * * * Some authorities take 
the view that considerable money is practically wasted by retaining compara- 
tively small, isolated posts established under conditions far different from those 
of today. * * * Abandonment of such stations and a larger concentration of 
troops at strategic points doubtless would bring about a saving which could be 
applied on pay increases. Too, some branches might be consolidated and duplica- 
tion of activities eliminated. That course would benefit the Army, bringing it 
thoroughly up to date. The United States military establishment costs only $2.10 
per capita, as against $2.22 in France, $2.63 in Italy and $2.87 in Soviet Russia, 
during the fiscal year.” 


TRE Buffalo Courier Express (Independent Republican) in commenting upon 
the report of the board and the pay situation, says: “It is just as well for the 
preseht not to attach too much significance to the Interdepartmental Pay Board’s 
recommendation for substantial increases in Navy and Army pay. The board had 
been studying the matter long before President Hoover sounded his call for a 
reduction in the Army budget. One naturally supposes that the President knew 
ef the board’s study before he ordered a complete survey of Army expenses with 
a view to elimination of unnecessary expenses. Anyhow, the Pay Board’s recom- 
mendation is not in conflict with the President’s purpose. The President is seek- 
ing to cut out waste in the Army, if waste is found there, now that the Kellogg 
pact has been fully ratified. If Army and Navy pay is unreasonably low, that is 
another matter. The Interdepartmental Pay Board acts for the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Geodetic Survey and Public Health Service. Its rec- 
ommendation affects all these services. * * * If these recommended increases seem 
considerable, one will note, of course, that the Pay Board used as its base the 
value of the dollar in 1908, ‘when the last general pay scale was adopted.’ Since 
1908, the Board estimates, the cost of living has increased 104 per cent. A sur- 
vey of salaries for federal office holders showed gains since 1908 ranging from 
25 to 175 per cent, as contrasted ‘with a decrease of 3 per cent for Army-Navy

officers living in Government-owned buildings. Pay is based fundamentally on 
the grade held, with increases for length of commissioned service. The board

Reports on Philippines 

REPORT presenting an outline of 

the problems, efforts and accom- 
plishments of the governor general of 
the Philippines for the period ended 
December 31, 1928 and for the addi- 
tional two months tw the end of Feb- 
ruary, 1929, was made public August 
7 by the War Department. 

The period covered by the report 
corresponds substantially to the time 
covered by the Administration of Gov- 
ernor General Stimson. 

The difference between the former 
Governor General and the political 
leaders of the Islands had produced an 
attempt by the latter to deadlock the 
Government of the Islands. For nearly 
five years the Government had pro- 
ceeded without any regular members 
of the cabinet except the Vice Gov- 
ernor and the Secretary of the In- 
terior, all other departments being car- 
ried on by the under-secretaries act- 
ing as heads. Before accepting the ap- 
pointment as Governor General, Mr. 
Stimson was visited by Filipino legis- 
lative leaders, who promised their co- 
operation without demanding in return 
any surrender of American principle. 
The Governor General pays a high 
tribute to the loyal and helpful manner 
in which the Filipino leaders fulfilled 
this promise. * 

The lack of economic development 
and consequent lack of revenues pre- 
sent fundamental difficulties suscept- 
ible only of slow amelioration and cure. 
At present the population of the Is- 
lands is devoted almost wholly to a 
few basic forms of agriculture; their 
mineral resources are small, their com- 
merce is in the hands of comparatively 
few firms (chiefly American or for- 
eign), their manufactures are almost 
negligible. Economic development has 


been slow, due partly to racial and | 


tropical inertia and partly to the hes- 
itancy of foreign capital to enter the 
Islands while their future political 
status is deemed to 
a result, governmental revenues have 
increased very slowly. At the same 
time, under the American leadership 
of the past thirty years, the individual 
Filipino has developed an appetite for 
the material advantages of life which 
is quite out of proportion to the power 
of the governmental revenues to sat- 
isfy. The standard of living for the 
individual laborer in the Philippines is 
far beyond that of a similar laborer in 
any neighboring Oriental country. 
The promotion of a policy of econ- 


omic development includes two chief | 
elements: (1) legislation to remove cer- | 


tain obstacles in the law which pre-

vents the entry of imperatively needed 
foreign capital; (2), and much more 
important, to transform the attitude 
of the minds of the whole people on the 
subject, so that they shall recognize 
that such development may, if intel- 
ligently handled, be made an aid, and 
not an enemy, to their aspirations for 
self-government. To a marked extent, 
both of these aims were accomplished 
by the events of the first session of 
the Legislature. The record of legis- 
lation from this newly acted Legisla- 
ture (75 per cent of whose members 
were new) was, the Governor General 
states, highly creditable. 

Mr. Stimson sums up the accomplish- 
ments of his administration as fol- 
lows: 

First.—Certain gdvernmental ma- 
chinery of cooperation has been es- 
tablished which has already shown it- 
self to be of distinct value, and, what 
is much more significant, indicates a 
very hopeful line for future develop- 
ment in the solution of this most dif- 
ficult problem of joint action between 
America and the Philippine Islands. 
This machinery has already served to 
make possible a very fruitful legisla- 
tive session and, what is even more 
important, has so far as it has gone, 
satisfied the natural Filipino anxiety 
that the promised development in Fil- 
ipino autonomy had not been forgotten 
but was going ahead. 

Second.—There has been given a 
great impetus towards a general men- 
tal change on the part of the people 
themselves in which they have come 
to consider, almost for the first time, 
the industrial and economic founda- 
tions of their political ‘problems. 

Third—Perhaps most important of 
all, the cessation of the period of ac- 
rimonious deadlock and the substitu- 
tion therefor of a period of recognized 
cooperation and friendly feeling has 
produced a general amelioration in the 
relations of Americans and Filipinos 
which is of marked encouragement for 
the future success of the problem in 


Rumors of serious irregularities in 
certain Bureaus under the Department 
of Commerce Communications 
prompted the new Secretary, the Hon- 
orable Filemon Perez, shortly after his 
appointment, to make investigations. 
He soon found the Bureau of Commerce 


| and Industry was not functioning prop- 


erly and a thorough survey disclosed 
serious irregularities involving high 
ranking officials. The investigation 


| was still incomplete at the time of the 


departure of Mr. Stimson. Plans were 
being laid to conduct similar investiga- 
tions in other bureaus, which were not 





functioning satisfactorily. 

The Governor General mentions by 
name the civilian and military officials 
attached to his office and states that 
they rendered valuable service. He 
pays a tribute to the valuable assist- 
ance rendered by the Vice Governor, 
the Honorable E. A. Gilmore, during 
the year and states that great credit 
is due Mr. Gilmore for the able man- 
ner in which he handled the adminis- 
tration of affairs during the time he 
was acting Governor General. He men- 
tions specifically the service of Adm. 
Mark L. Bristol and Maj. Gen. Wm. 
Lassiter, and his successor, Maj. Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, as well as the 
forces under their commands. 

“The relations between the Philip- 
pine Government and the armed forces 
of the United States were never more 
harmonious and the credit is due to 
the tact and diplomacy of these offi- 
cers. It is a source of great satisfac- 
tion to be able to call upon the Army 
and Navy for assistance in time of 
emergency. 

“A report of this nature would be 
lacking in fairness and justice which 
did not make acknowledgement of the 
fundamental loyalty of the people of 
these Islands to the United States Gov- 
ernment. The great mass of the peo- 
ple and government officials are an- 
imated by a sincere wish to do what is 
right and, consistent with their own 
rights, to do what they believe the 
home government would wish them to 
do.” 

The Governor General makes par- 
ticular acknowledgement of the un- 
swerving support of the President of 
the Senate, the Honorable Manuel L.

Association of the United States is to 
support and assist in the development 
and execution of a military policy for 
the United States which will provide 
adequate National Dufense. The Asso- 
ciation believes this to the the surest 
and most economical insurance against 
future wars and essential to the pres- 
tige of our country necessary to further 
our world rolicies and interests. 

2, The Association believes this in- 
surance against attack and loss of 
prestige in international affairs should 
be secured by: j 

A. Maintaining a Navy adequate in 
all its parts to defend our shores and 
comerce; as outlined in the United 
States Naval Policy, thus providing a 
properly balanced Navy. 

B. Maintaining a small but adequate 
Regular Army, together with a Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserves 
as provided in the National Defense 
Act, which constitutes a framework on 
which a great national army of well- 
trained men can quickly build to defend 
our country in time of war. 

C. Maintaining a small fleet of air 
craft of modern design, continual re- 
placement insuring adequate means of 
procurement in the event of war. 

D. Keeping abreast with the develop- 
ment of war material keeping on hand 
,a sufficient supply of ammunition and 
material for initial defensive opera- 
tions, supporting the continual opera- 
tion of plants necessary for production, 
and providing the machinery for the 
effective and economical mobilization of 
industrial resources of the country. 

E. Providing for the annual training 
of all Reserve Officers assigned or at- 
tached to combatant units and such 
training of other Reserve Offic:rs as 
may be required, to the end that all 
Reserve Officers may be at ali times 
competently prepared to train the Un- 
organized Militia, comprising the citi- 
zenry of the country, and to perform 
their duties as officers of the Army of 
the United States in the event of an 
emergency. 

38. The Association believes it to be 
the duty and obligation of its members 
as American citizens to urge Congress 
to make National Defense a reality 
and to give effect to the National De- 
fense Act and the United States Naval 
Policy by making appropriations ade- 
quate for all of the foregoing purposes; 
and their particular duty as members 
of this Association to aid in the secur- 
ing of appropriations needed for 
training of Reserve Officers ,and to pro- 
mote legislation in the interest of a 
more perfect organization of the Re- 
serves. 

The reserve officers of the country 
can provide an adequate system of na- 
tional defense if they will—one that 
would stand for all time to come. They 
can arouse the citizens of the country 
to the necessity of a permanent and 
adequate defense system—-a permanent 
military policy. 

But they must organize and work 
unselfishly toward that objective. 

Now let us analyze just what the 
Reserve Officers and the Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Association of the U. S. must 
do to provide an adequate system of 
national defense. The obligations and 
responsibilities of a reserve officer only 
commence when he accepts his commis- 
sion. It is his duty as reserve officer 
to keep himself fully informed on all 
matters pertaining to military science 
and tactics of the office to which he is 
appointed and to take such active and 
inactive duty training as is available 
to the organization to which he is as- 
signed. 

The obligation does not end there. 
As I have mentioned before, we have 
an adequate system of defense in spir- 
it or in theory but not in fact. The 
federal statutes, treaties and policies 
providing this defense system require 
appropriations annually to make them 
effective. 

I hold that it is the duty of the re- 
serve officers of the country to so or- 
ganize through the Reserve Officers’ 
Association of the U. S. so that the as- 
sociation will not only represent the 
majority of the reserve officers but will 
also develop a powerful organization 
that can be used principally for the 
purpose of securing legislation and ap- 
propriations to provide an adequate 
system of national defense, in fact— 
one that will stand for all time to 
come. 

But we must organize. The National 
Association today has approximately 
17,000 members out of 114,000 reserve 
officers. We have today practically 
the total membership of 1928 but that 
is not sufficient. We should have a 
minimum of 50,000 members of the As- 
sociation if it is to be effective in its 
activities.

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Change Reclamation 
REQUIREMENTS for reclamation of 
subsistence stores, as previously 
set by AR 30-2220, Quartermaster 
Corps, are changed under the regula- 
tion of the same number dated June 
20, 1929. 

Reclamation as used in this connec- 
tion is the requirement by the Gov- 
ernment of compensation from the 
seller for losses on subsistence stores 
sustained through deterioration, dam- 
age, or other causes for which the 
seller is responsible. Such compensa- 
tion may be in the form of either re- 
fundment or replacement. 

A survey by the accountable officer 
was formerly mandatory under this 
regulation; it is now provided that 
when reclamation is promptly and sat- 
isfactorily made by the seller without 
protest, or when reclamation is waived 
under provisions of the regulation, the 
action of the surveying officer is not 
required. 

Reclamation for subsistence stores 
may be waived, if deemed advisable 
and in the interest of the service, only 
when the amount involved is less than 
$5. Reports of such waivers will be 
made to the Quartermaster General. 

Pursuant to this regulation in its 
previous wording, spoils, swells, spring- 
ers, flippers, and leakers in canned 
goods and all articles of subsistence 
found after delivery to be in a dam- 
aged condition or unlike the sample, 
standard, or specification, which are 
subject to reclamation, will be held 
subject to the seller’s order, but not 
to exceed 30 days after notification. 
Such articles may be returned to the 
seller upon his request (the seller to 
pay transportation charges), after re- 
fundment or replacement has _ been 
made. Refundment will include or- 
iginal cost of transportation to point 
of delivery. Such food will not, how- 
ever, be released for use contrary to 
the law of the State or Territory in 
which it may be located, nor interstate 
shipment thereof made contrary to 
rules and regulations under the Fed- 
eral food and drugs act. 

It is now further provided that: 

In case shipment of the deteriorated 
or unsatisfactory stores is made upon 
order of the seller as provided for in a 
above, ‘a shipping ticket in duplicate 
listing the articles shipped will be sent 
to the consignee with request that he 
sign one copy acknowledging receipt of 
the shipment and return it to the ship- 
ping officer. This signed copy will be 
filed as a voucher for dropping from 
the stock record account the stores 
shipped. The report of survey, if any, 
will be filed as a sub-voucher to the 
shipping ticket. 

In the event it is not practicable to 
secure the return from consignee of a 
signed copy of the shipping ticket, an 
unsigned copy with the carrier’s re- 
ceipt for the shipment attached thereto 
may be filed as a voucher for dropping 
the articles from the property records, 
the report of survey, if any, being filed 
as a subvoucher thereto. 

In case the seller does not desire to 
direct disposition of the deteriorated 
or unsatisfactory stores, or if no di- 
rections are received from him within 
the period of 30 days after notification 
as provided in a above, or if reclama- 
tion is waived, the stores will be de- 
stroyed in the presence of a disinter- 
ested officer, who will certify on a list 
of the articles the fact and date of 
their destruction. This certified list 
will be filed as a voucher for dropping 
the articles so destroyed from the stock 
record account. If survey proceadings 
were had under provisions of paragraph 
2b, the certificate of destruction may be 
placed upon the accountable officer’s 
copy thereof.

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Distinguished R. O. Retires 

Ft. McClellan (Special) —Col. W. G. 
Obear, 345th Inf., having attained the 
age of 64 years, was retired to the 
Auxiliary Reserve. 

The retirement of this officer marks 
the passing of one of the outstanding 
Reserve officers of the United States 
Army. 

With the exception of the three years 
intervening between the time of his 
retirement as a Brigadier General, 
Georgia National Guard, and the out- 
break of the World War, he was in 
service for a continuous period of more 
than 47 years. He served with the 
Georgia and Alabama National Guards 
from March 1, 1882 to August 18, 1914. 
He served successively as assistant in- 
spector-general, Georgia; inspector- 
general of rifle practice, Georgia Na- 
tional Guard; assistant adjutant gen- 
eral, Georgia; inspector-general, Geor- 
gia; quartermaster gen¢ral, Georgia 
National Guard; adjutant generla, 
Georgia, and quartermaster general, 
Georgia National Guard. 

In the year 1900, A. D., Candler, Gov- 
ernor of Georgia, in his message to the 
General Assembly, recommended that 
Col. Obear be promoted to the rank of 
brigadier general in recognition of his 
valuable services in organizing the 
troops of the state for the Spanish- 
American War. 

In 1912, the Assistant Secretary of 
War, in a letter of commendation on 
the condition of the Georgia National 
Guard written to the Governor of Geor- 
gia, stated that the very satisfactory 
condition made it very evident that Col. 
Obear as adjutant general had the 
proper organization in his office and 
was an officer of marker energy, abil- 
ity and resourcefulness. 

On August 18, 1914, Col. Obear was 
retired and is now brigadier general 
of the Georgia National Guard, re- 
tired. 

Three years later, Col. Obear was 
again in the service, this time as a 
major, Ordnance Reserve, and has been 
in the service continuously since that 
time. 

On June 13, 1929, regimental head- 
quarters recommended that Col. Obear 
be promoted to the rank of brigadier 
general before being retired. The 
Corps Area Commander expressed his 
appreciation of Col. Obear’s long and 
efficient service, but pointed out that 
Col. Obear had never officially ex- 
pressed a desire to take the examina- 
tion and that there was not then time 
for the examination to be held. 








Howitzer Test to Go On 


THE 29th Infantry’s test of the ex- 

perimental organization for the war 
strength howitzer company will be con- 
tinued for another year, it was re- 
cently announced. Considerations of 
transport and mobility, and the subse- 
quent development of weapons and 
ammunition, have made it advisable 
to spend more time in studying the 
organizations for the new howitzer 
company weapons. 

Early last year the howitzer com- 
pany of the 29th Infantry was reor- 
ganized with six 75-mm. Infantry mor- 
tars, M-1, and three 37-mm. guns, M-l, 
The three-platoon organization was re- 
tained for the company. A platoon in- 
cluded a mortar section and a gun 
squad. The mortar section was com- 
posed of a mortar squad and an ammu- 
nition squad. The strength of the ex- 
perimental howitzer company was con- 
siderably greater than that of the 
present war strength howitzer com- 
pany. The experimental organization, 
which embodies three additional mor- 
tar squads, provided for five officers 
and one hundred and ninety-seven en- 
listed men compared with six officers 
and one hundred and seven enlisted 
men in the present company. 

Test of the organization for the first 
year will be covered in a preliminary 
report. 


Rank Advancement Oppdsed 


HE bill (H. R. 3295) to restore of- 

ficers on the active list of the Regu- 
lar Army formerly retired for physical 
disability by retiring boards to the 
places on the promotion and relative 
lists which they would have had if they 
had not retired, is aot favored by the 
War Department, Secretary Good 
wrote in a recent letter to the House 
Military Committee. 

This would be special legislation, it 
is stated, as only three officers would 
be affected; and furthermore the count- 








ing of retired service as active service 
is not approved.

A. C. Eng. Class Starts 


HE 1929-30 class of the Air Corps 

Engineering School at Wright Field 
started work July 1, with the follow- 
ing officers reporting: 1st Lts. W. N. 
Amis, O. R. Cook, E. L, Eubank, A. C. 
Foulk, D. W. Watkins, P. H. Kem- 
mer, C. D. McAllister, H. T. McCor- 
mick, A. W. Vanaman and 2nd Lt. F. 
D. Klein. Of these officers, Lts. Amis 
and Eubank are from the Flight Test 
Branch of the Materiel Division and 
Lt. Foulk from the Equipment Branch, 

Members of the first class to grad- 
uate from the school since its reestab- 
lishment received their graduation cer- 
tificates June 30 at the hands of Brig. 
Gen. William F. Gillmore, the retiring 
commandant. The graduates were 
Maj. A. H. Gilkeson, Capt. H. V. Hop- 
kins, 1st Lts. H. H. Carr, M. S. Fair- 
child, A. A. Kessler, C. McMullen, J. G. 
Taylor, 2nd Lts. J. W. Bowman, C. 
Caldwell and G. F. Schulgen. Lt. G, 
P. Tourtellot, who joined the class 
later during the course will complete 
his work in August. 

Almost 10 years have passed since 
the Engineering School opened—No- 
vember 1919—with the assembling of 
six majors as students at McCook 
Field. Col. T. H. Dane was com- 
mandant and Lt. E. E. Aldrin, officer 
in charge of instruction. The first 
graduates of the course were the six 
majors who enrolled, Benedict, Dargue, 
McIntosh, Rader, Sneed and Frank, 
For the first six months of its exist- 
ence, the school was known as the “Air 
School of Application,” after which 
the title of Air Service Engineering 
School was adopted. 

The school functioned steadily, with 
the exception of a gap from July, 1927, 
to July, 1928, when, because of a scarc- 
ity of Air Corps officers and the incon- 
venience occasioned by the change in 
quarters from McCook to Wright 
Field, there was a temporary shut- 
down. The present quarters of the 
school are on the second floor of the 
Administration Building at Wright 
Field and consist of a drafting and 
class room, a study where each man 
has his own desk, and an office. Even- 
tually, it is hoped to house the school 
in a building of its own. 

Capt. E. P. Sorenson is assistant 
commandant and officer in charge of 
instruction, the instructors being made 
up principally of engineers and spe- 
cialists of the Materiel Division. 

The course includes a year’s work 
in general aeronautical engineering, es- 
pecially those phases of it related to 
the functions of the Materiel Division, 
it being particularly desired to equip 
officers technically so that they may 
be of value in the experimental engi- 
neering and research, procurement, 
supply, and other phases of Air Corps 
work encompassed in the activity pro- 
gram of Wright Field. Of the officers 
of the 1928-29 class, five have been as- 
signed to and will be directly connected 
with the work of the division. Capt. 
Hopkins and Lt. Schulgen go to the 
Masaschusetts Institute of Technology 
with the understanding that they will 
be returned to the division. Lt. Fair- 
child goes to the Douglas Company’s 
plant at Santa Monica, Calif., to serve 
as district manager of the western in- 
spection district of the Air Corps.

Infantry Weapon School 


THE active duty training of the 79th 

Division this summer took the form 
of an Infantry Weapon School at Fort 
George G. Meade, Md., from July 21 
to August 3, inclusive. 

Col. Lewis S. Sorley, Chief of Staff, 
79th Division, was the Commandant 
of the School, with Maj. Rowan P. 
Lemly as Director of Training. Senior 
Instructors were: Capt. Chas. H. Mc- 
Nair for the rifle; Capt. John P. Scott, 
pistol; Capt. Floyd W. Ferree, auto- 
matic rifle; and Capt. Chas. P. Cullen, 
machine gun. Capt. Wiley H. O’Ma- 
hundro was the Adjutant and Execu- 
tive Officer. Additional instructors and 
assistants were detailed by the Com- 
manding General Third Corps Area 
from the Tank School and from Forts 
Howard and Washington, Md. 

Two hundred and twenty-five reserve 
officers took the course. 

Instruction was concentrated upon 
the four principal infantry weapons, as 
limitations of time and cost of ammu- 
nition precluded more than demonstra- 
tion for the 37 mm. and the trench- 
mortar. Beginning with breaking down 
and re-assembling of the weapons, the 
work progressed through the sighting 
and aiming drills, position and trigger- 
squeeze exercises, targeting of weap- 
ons, to range firing. A number of of- 
ficers qualified in the various grades 
with the rifle, and also in the pistol 
firing. Demonstrations were arranged 
as to the tactical use of the arms, ex- 
emplifying the principles of fire direc- 
tion and control for the smaller units. 

The basic idea which was stressed in 
the course was the inculcation of 
proper methods of instruction. Reserve 
officers must look forward to the time 
when they will be charged with the 
rapid breaking-in of untrained men re- 
ceived in time of emergency from the 
selective service procurement, and all 
of the students, regardless of rank, 
were impressed with the importance of 


this mission and with the necessity of | 


using the most effective and up-to-date 
methods in rapidly and thoroughly 
fitting their men for the firing line. 





Approve Rear Sight Slide 
T HAS been recommended by the 


rear-sight slide for the Springfield cal- 
iber .30 rifle be approved as standard 
for future manufacture. 

Test..has indicated that the slide de- 
veloped for this rifle by the Ordnance 
Department is more rugged and less 
likely to be bent or broken; its weight 
was found to be fifty grams greater 
than that of the standard slide. It 
was found to be as easy to operate as 
the standard slide. No difference was 
found in the efficiency of firing with 
the medified slide.

9th CORPS AREA ADJUTANT GENERAL TO RETIRE. ‘ 

Co- S. G. JONES, A. G. D.., Adjutant General of the 9th Corps Area since 

Jan. 30, 1924, departed on leave of absence August 1, 1929, preparatory to his 

retirement from active service in the Army on November 19, 1929 after more 
than 43 years of distinguished service. 

Col. Jones was born Nov. 19, 1865 in Alabama. His family has long been 
connected with the history of that State. His brother, Gen. Thomas G. Jones, 
was for several terms Governor of Alabama and United States Judge. 

Col. Jones entered the Military Academy in 1886, and upon graduation was 
assigned to the 5th Cavalry. He attained the rank of colonel on August 5, 1917. 

Col. Jones served in various military posts of the West and along the Mexi- 
can Border, in Cuba and the Philippines, and in the punitive expedition of 1916. 

He was directly charged with the care and transportation of American troops 
through England en route to and from the American Expeditionary Forces in 
France. It is estimated that one half of the men who served in France passed 
through Col. Jones’ command. He successfully negotiated many difficult ques- 
tions concerning the relations of the American Forces and the British War Office. 
For his exceptionally meritorious and distinguished services in England he was 


awarded the D. S. M. : 

Col. Jones graduated from the Army School of the Line in 1909 and is a dis- 

tinguished graduate of the Army Staff College in 1910. He is on the General, 

Staff Eligible List and served on the War Department General Staff from July 

1, 1913 to August 31, 1914, and in the office of the Adjutant General of the

L. McCLURE, CAV., ENDS 46 YEARS IN ARMY. 
FORTY-SIX years replete with service were completed by Col. N. F. McClure, 

Cav., upon his recent retirement. , 

Col. McClure, who commanded the 69th Infantry Brigade during the St. 
Mihiel drive, was a graduate of the Army School of the Line, the Army Staff 
College, and the Army War College. During his attachment, successively, with 
the 4th, 5th, 22nd and 1ith Cavalry regiments, he saw duty in many parts of 
this country, and his foreign service, aside from France, included Porto Rico, the 
Philippines, Hawaii, and Mexico. He was at different times constructing quarter- 
master at Camp Stotsenburg and Schofield Barracks. 

In France he organized the 80th Field Artillery, which was ready for service 
in four months, and, promoted to Brigadier General, commanded Base Section 
No. 5 at Brest, from which 791,000 men were eventually sent to the front.

ARMY AIRMEN DECORATED ' 
(APT. L. H. SMITH, A. C., and 1st Lts. J. P. Richter, A. C.; J. C. Doolittle, 

A. C., and H. A. Sutton, A. C., have been awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Cross for outstanding feats performed by them, according to War Department 
announcement. Lt. Doolittle also received the Oak-Leaf Cluster for extraordinary 
achievement while participating in aerial flights. 

Capt. Smith and Lt. Richter were decorated for their pioneer work, at Rock- 
well Field in 1923, in mid-air refueling flights, on which ocasion they established 
eight world’s records for distance and speed. eee ie 

The Distinguished Flying Cross was awarded to Lt. Doolittle, who has many 
remarkable por. remem th to his credit, for a one-stop flight from Pablo Beach, 
Fla., to San Diego in 1922 in 22% hours, an extraordinary accomplishment with 
the equipment then available. It demonstrated the possibility of moving air 
corps units to any place in the United States in 24 hours. Lt. Doolittle received 
the Oak-Leaf Cluster for Acceleration tests at McCook Field in 1924. Through 
these tests, which required great courage, endurance and initiative, scientific 
data of great and permanent importance to the Air Corps was gained. ' 

Lt. Sutton was awarded his decoration for daring feats performed by him 
in 1926. In that year Lt. Sutton at Santa Monica, Calif., at great personal 
hazard piloted an O-2 airplane in tests to determine the spinning characteristics 
of this type of plane, which resulted in invaluable data being made available to 
airplane designers. This test was voluntary and above the call of duty and re- 
flected great credit on the Air Corps and the Army. 











VICE ADMIRALCY BECOMES PROBLEM OF NAVY 
JHETHER there will continue to be United States Naval Forces in Europe 
and whether’ there will continue to be a vice admiralcy for the commander 
of these forces in the event they are retained, has become within the past few 
days one of the interesting problems of the Navy Department. With return 
orders issued to the Scout Cruiser Raleigh which is the flagship of Vice Admiral 
J. H. Dayton, commander of the forces, and which also constitutes the entire 
Naval Forces in Europe, speculation has been that the vice admiralcy in those 
waters will be discontinued, and perhaps not bestowed elsewhere. The Raleigh 
has been ordered to join the Light Cruiser Division Three, Scouting Fleet, and 
her relief has not been designated, and the Navy Department does not intend to 
replace this ship immediately, according to reports. 

The phenomena of a vice admiralcy for the command of a single vessel was 
brought about through reasons of prestige, in order to place the commander of 
our forces in those waters on an equal basis with the commands of the forces of 
other nations. The activities of our Naval Forces in Europe have been confined 
chiefly to visits of courtesy. 

Until last year, in addition to a scout cruiser, the American vice admiral 
had a division of destroyers under his command, but this divison was brought 
home and not replaced by another. 

The Raleigh is expected to arrive at Hampton Roads August 31, departing 
ee on August 9. Her commanding officer is Capt. W. K. Riddle, 





UNIQUE PLANE MOBILIZATION AT SELFRIDGE. 
N ORDER TO PROVIDE his station with sufficient planes to train Reserve 
officers at a summer camp, the Commanding Officers of Selfridge Field used 
a unique method for mobilizing training planes for this purpose, located at va- 
rious localities where Reserve activities are carried on. 

Recently the planes at Selfridge Field were augmented by a Ford Trans- 
port plane. On the day following the delivery of this plane, Capt. Victor H. 
Strahm, accompanied by ten officers and a mechanic took off in the transport 
for various Air Corps stations. The first stop was made at Norton Field, Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, where Lts. Walter E. Richards, Robert D. Moor and Charles A. 
Harrington landed, secured three training planes and flew them to Selfridge 
Field that afternoon. The next stop was Lunken Airport, Cincinnati, Ohio, 
where Lt. Alden R. Crawford and Lee Gehlbach were landed for the purpose of 
forrying two more training planes to Selfridge Field. Proceeding to Bowman 
Field, Louisville, Kentucky, Capt. Clearton H. Reynolds left the transport and 
returned to Selfridge Field with a training plane. The last stop for the first 
day was Scott Field, Belleville, Illinois. The following morning Lts. Neil B. 
Harding and Fay R. Upthegrove flew two training planes from this station to 
Selfridge Field. At Schoon Field, Indianapolis, Indiana, the last stop of the 
flight, Capt. Lotha Smith and Lt. Ralph C. Rhudy collected the last two train- 
ing planes and took them to Selfridge Field. 

All the planes arrived at Selridge Field in excellent condition and were 
ready to be used for the training of over sixty Reserve officers who reported 


NAVY AND MASSACHUSETTS LOBSTERMEN SIGN PEACE PACT 
A PEACE pact, with the Navy Department, the Commonwealth of Massachu- 

setts, and the lobstermen of Massachusetts as the signatory parties, was re- 
cently concluded at the Charlestown Navy Yard, which is expected to terminate 
a century of maritime warfare, according to reports from Boston. The contested 
ground has been mainly the fishing grounds of Buzzards Bay, Vineyard Sound 
and adjacent waters and the Rhode Island waters off Westerly and Newport, con- 
stantly “mined” for lobsters and as constantly disturbed by Navy ships. The 
lobstermen found that after Naval maneuvers in these waters that their buoys, 
lines, and lobster pots told only of ruin. 

After investigation and careful study involving the migratory habits of lob- 
sters by Navy officers the grand get-together was called with the result that the 
Navy agreed that destroyers and other Naval vessels operating in the Naragan- 
sett Bay area must use during the months of April to September, inclusive, 
routes chartered by the United States Hydrographic Office. The lobstermen 
agreed that they would keep their gear out of the routes selected for Naval 
vessels. The plan is now in operation in Massachusetts but there has been some 
delay in its application to the Rhode Island waters. 


INFANTRY SERVICE SCHOOLS ANNOUNCE DATES.

OLYMPIA THREATENED WITH SCRAP PILE UNLESS AID COMES 
NLESS timely aid intervenes the Olympia, famous flagship of Admiral George 

G. Dewey at the Battle of Manila Bay, will be scrapped at the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard, according to recent reports. A bill to make a memorial of the ship 
is still awaiting action of Congress. The bill would bring the renewed vessel to 
the Capital. 

Recommendations made by a board of inspection and survey advised that 
the best interests of the Navy Department would be served by removing the 
Olympia from the Navy list, either by sale or by such other disposition as may 
be warranted by her historical value. The Olympia is a vessel of obsolete type 
which has a very limited military value and no commercial value except for 
breaking up for scrap. 

Reports from Philadelphia state that officials of the Navy Yard there believe 
the report indicates early scrapping unless Congress intervenes.

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Says Planes “Supplemental” 

San Francisco (Special).—Predic- 
tions that the next war, if there is one, 
will be fought almost exclusively in 
the air were characterized as “ridic- 
ulous” here by Rear Adm. William A. 
Moffett, chief of the United States 
Navy Bureau of Aeronautics. In an 


interview printed in the Los Angeles 
Times, Adm. Moffett declared: 


“Aviation has abolished and replaced 
nothing. It will not interfere with other 
means of _ transportation—railroads, 
steamships and transports—but will 
be supplemental to them. Similarly 
in national defense, especially at sea, 
the aircraft will remain supplemental 
purely for many years to come if not 
indefinitely. 


“I yield to no man in my apprecia- 
tion of aviation. I know what aircraft 
have done and what they can do. But 
I also know the sea and ships. I am 
certain’ the vast sea-borne commerce of 
the world and the transport of armies 
by water for national offense and de- 
fense will be conducted by ships for a 
great many years to come. 


“Aviation’s effect on future warfare 
will be tremendous, of course. Already 
it has effected tremendous changes in 
naval equipment in every country. Here 
in America, where there is a misguided 
impression the Navy is not keeping 
stride with progress in aviation, we 
heive gone forward amazingly. Al- 
ready our important cruisers and bat- 
tleships are equipped to carry air- 
planes. It is the intention of the Navy 
Department to have every type of ves- 
sel carry planes, even submarines and 
destroyers, fueling ships and trans- 
ports. 


“When speculating on the future of 
aircraft in relation to warships it must 
be remembered the airplane and its op- 
eration are limited by the load and 
fuel that can be carried and the range 
of operation. 


“I have seen it stated that in five 
years the airplane will supplant the 
ship. That statement is ridiculous. 
Aircraft, both heavier and lighter than 
air, will supplement transportation both 
ashore and afloat and will become more 
and more an auxiliary in warfare. But 
ships, commercial and naval, and trans- 
portation ashore by railroads and auto- 
mobiles, will not be supplanted by air- 
craft.”

Pay Drafters on Leave 


Wits Rear Admiral McNamee and 
the majority of the members of 
the Interdepartmental Pay Board on 
their annual leave, there has been lit- 
tle development in the service pay sit- 
uation. 

Almost without exception the serv- 
ice reaction to the recommendations of 
the board has been favorable and s0 
far little criticism has been heard 
from outside sources. 

It is hard to forecast what will hap- 
pen at the next session. Coming out 
just after the presidential demand for 
a pruning down of military expendi- 
tures, it was expected in some quarters 
that it would be under fire. So far 
this has not materialized and the net 
result seems to be that its chances 
have been enhanced as it is now a part 
of the general program of investigation 
of the cost of the Army and Navy. 

This situation will probably make it 
easier for the sponsors of the measure 
in Congress to get consideration at the 
next session. 








Navigation Class Starts 


THE second class of the Navigation 

School at Wright Field has started 
its curriculum under the direction of 
Capt. Clyde V. Finter, Air Corps. The 
course of instruction at the Naviga- 
tion School is of four months’ dura- 
tion, and the student body is limited 
to six advanced flying officers. Those 
selected for assignment to the pres- 
ent class are Lt. Uzal G. Ent, Lloyd 
C. Blackburn, Harry A. Halverson, 
Westside T. Larson, Odas Moon and 
Edgar T. Selzer, Air Corps. 

Lt. Ent was awarded the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross and the Cheney 
Award for 1928 for performing an 
act of valor and self sacrifice worthy 
of the highest commendation. During 
the National Elimination Balloon 
Race which started from Pittsburgh, 
Pa., May 30, 1928, Lt. Ent, aide to 
Lt. Paul Evert, pilot of the Air Corps 
entry in this race, brought the balloon, 
which caught fire as the result of be- 
ing struck by lightning, safely to earth 
instead of considering his personal 
safety by taking to his parachute. Lt. 
Evert had been. struck by this bolt of 
lightning and instantly killed, but Lt. 
Ent, unaware of the fact that his com- 
panion was dead, exerted every pos- 
sible effort to revive him. Finally 
reaching the conclusion that his efforts 
were in vain, he began throwing out 
of the balloon basket all the available 
ballast and in this way succeeded in 
checking the rapid descent of the burn- 
ing ballooon and making a landing on 
the bank of a stream with but little 
jar. 

The other five officers attending the 
navigation course are veteran Army 
pilots, Lt. Moon being well known in 
connection with his refueling work dur- 
ing the endurance flight of the “Ques- 
tion Mark,” and Lt. Halverson as one 
of the pilots of this plane during this 
memorable flight, and as one of the 
advance officers in connection with the 
Air Corps Around-the-World Flight. 


Celebrate “Coast Guard Day” 


HE United States Coast Guard, 

celebrated its 139th birthday on 
August 4. 

All but the most necessary work 
was suspended, and a gala day was 
held at the principal station at New 
London, Conn. 

In connection with the celebration, 
the commandant, Rear Adm. F. C. Bil- 
lard, spoke of the history of the Coast 
Guard and its place in the present-day 
government service. 

“The Coast Guard,” he said, “has a 
sort of dual nature, in that while it 
has fought in all our wars, its out- 
standing, traditional duties in time of 
peace are essentially humanitarian. 
Chief of these is its historic work in 
rendering aid to persons and vessels 
in distress at sea. In this inspiring 
work the record of the Coast Guard 
is not excelled by that of any other 
organization in the world. 

“The record of the life-saving sta- 
tions along our coasts in the saving 
of life from shipwreck is a brilliant 
page in the history of American valor. 

“In the last five years the number 
of lives saved or persons rescued from 
peril by the Coast Guard was 15,279, 
and the value of vessels assisted, in- 
cluding their cargoes, was more than 
$148,000,000. In one recent week the 
service rescued 420 persons. 

“At the request of the leading mar- 
itime nations, the Coast Guard per- 
forms the extremely important duty 
of carrying on the international ice 
patrol, to warn vessels of the pres- 
ence of ice in the North Atlantic. 
Since the Coast Guard took over the 
work there has not been a single life 
lost by contact with icebergs or ice- 
fields on the transatlantic steamer 
lines. 

“The Coast Guard locates and re- 
moves floating derelicts from the paths 
of navigation. 

“In addition to its many other du- 
ties the Coast Guard during the last 
few years has been actively engaged 
in preventing the smuggling of liquor 
into the United States from the sea. 
The Coast Guard is not charged with 
the enforcement of the national pro- 
hibition act. Its connection with pro- 
hibition lies solely in the fact that, 
among its other duties, it is charged 
with preventing the smuggling of con- 
traband m the sea, a duty that it 
has performed since’ its creation in 
1790. 








Magruder Raises Flag 


Mare Island (Special).—Rear Adm, 
T. P. Magruder, took command of the 
fleet base force of the Pacific here on 
August 1. 

He succeeds Rear Adm. S. E. Kit. 
telle, who left for Washington to heag 
the Board of Inspection and Survey 
of the Navy Department. Adm. Mg. 
gruder’s flag was raised on the Pro. 
cyon, flagship of the base force. 

The new fleet base commandant said 
he had no statement to make othe 
than that he was “glad to get back on 
active duty.” 


SIMPLIFY ADMINISTRATION 

In order to simplify the administra. 
tion of receiving stations and to fur. 
nish a basis for determining appropria 
tion charges, it has been directed by 
the Secretary of the Navy in Genera] 
Order No. 192 that orders and regula. 
tions affecting receiving ships, as far 
as they may be applicable, govern the 
administration of receiving stations ang 
that the cost of all materials fiecessary 
for the operation of receiving stations 
be charged to appropriations and be un 
der the cognizance of the same bureaus 
as if the materials were purchased for 
or issued to a ship in commission, ex. 
cept that public works and public utilj- 
ties will be under the cognizance of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, which shal] 
be responsible for furnishing heat, 
light, power, fuel for galleys, furni- 
ture, permanent fixtures, materials for 
repairs, and such skilled labor as may 
not be included in the personnel avail- 
able to the receiving stations. 

As defined by this order, all activities 
concerned with the housing of per- 
sonnel of the Navy on general detail, 
except where a ship is used, shall be 
known as receiving stations. 

The several bureaus will authorize 
quarterly limitations for receiving sta- 
tions and receiving ships to provide 
for expenditures chargeable to appro 
priations under their cognizance. Such 
limitations will not be cumulative, and 
when a vessel having quarterly allot 
ments is assigned to duty as a receiv- 
ing ship the quarterly allotments will 
be discontinued and the vessel will op- 
erate under the quarterly limitations 
provided for the receiving ship, the 
order stated. 


WILL CONVENE SUB CLASS 

A class in submarine training will 
convene at the Submarine Base, New 
Londen, Conn., on January 6, 1930, it 
was announced this week by the Navy 
Department. About 40 officers will be 
assigned to this class. The orders of 
those selected will provide for the 
transportation of their dependents to 
New London from present stations. 
The course of instruction will last 
about six months, and those completing 
the course will be assigned to duty 
aboard submarines. 

Applications should be submitted s0 
as to arrive in the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion not later than October 15. Officers 
who will have completed two years’ sea 
duty are eligible for submarine train- 
ing. 


WILL SUPPLY FUNERAL SQUADS. 
The Navy Department desires to 
comply where convenient with requests 
for firing squads and buglers for fun- 
erals of ex-service personnel, it was re- 
cently stated in a circular letter. 

The general policy of the Navy, al- 
though not provided for by regulations, 
is to supply a firing squad and bugler 
for the funerals of any person who at 
any time has served in the armed forces 
of the Navy and Marine Corps and was 
honorably discharged therefrom pro- 
vided that such participation can be 
supplied without expense to the gov- 
ernment and provided further that the 
required personnel is available, ac- 
cording to the statement.

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“Pay should be based fundamentally on the ibilities inherent in the 
grade held and on the normal service to be expected of an officer holding such 


grade.”—REPORT OF JOINT PAY BOARD. 


PRESIDENT HOOVER says there has been “competitive” building on both 
sides of the Atlantic. Would it not be nearer the truth to say that Great 
Britain has been building, and we have been talking and adopting programs, 
which it was not intended to execute? Senator Borah put his finger on the 
button when he suggested that Great Britain could effect parity by scrapping 
cruisers now in service—which she will not do. Senator Swanson insists that 
the President rescind his suspension of the construction of three cruisers and 
enforce the law respecting them as he is enforcing all other laws. Borah is 
chairman and Swanson is the leading minority member of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. Both are avowed champions of the Kellogg Pact and any 
other method which will make war more difficult of development. But both real- 
ize that to satisfy the people parity must be made a fact and not remain a word. 
The financial situation of Great Britain makes competition with us impossible. 
That is the sole reason for her interest in our disarmament. If positions were 
reversed, would Great Britain listen to us to limit her Navy? We think not. 
We are confident Congress will be awake to the selfish motives actuating London, 
and this in spite of the flood of propaganda which is descending upon us and 
which will increase as Congress reconvenes and the proposed disarmament con- 
ference meets. 








New THAT THE Services have done their part in the matter of pay increase, 
we urge the President and the Congress to do theirs. It may be some of the 
recommendations submitted will be disregarded, it may be others will be modified, 
but the important fact remains that in a cold-blooded, analytical way, the impera- 
tive necessity of more pay has been convincingly established. We have heard 
criticism of some of the Board’s rec dations, we could make a few ourselves. 
But—and this we cannot too strongly dwell upon—unanimity must be preserved, 
if results are to be gained. In other words, “united we stand, divided we fall.” 








We ARE CANDID with ourselves as we are with our readers, and, therefore, 
we cannot refrain from expressing our regret at the time chosen for the 
publication of the re At the moment when the President was engaged in 
issuing statements ich contemplate reduction in Service expenses, the report, 
with its recommendations, was given to the press. There was, of course, a politi- 
cal motive behind this act. Not that publicity possibly could distract from the 
serious condition which the report exposes. But we happen to be familiar with 
political astuteness, and probably it was with cynical purpose that on the heels 
of the President’s utterances relative to the large amounts to be expended on na- 
tional defense by 1933, the requirements for pay were hastily published. We do 
not believe for one moment the President had any knowledge of this move. Mr. 
Hoover knows better than any one else that a laborer is worthy of his hire, and 
so far as he is concerned we feel that he will deal fairly and squarely in the 
matter of compensation. So we are relying upon him to study the financial needs 
of officers and men—in fact we have personally requested such action—and we 
are confident the conclusion he will reach will be identical with ours. 





WE HAVE SAID if there is anything in the Services that is obsolete, it ought 
to go. We have doubted there was anything obsolete. We were hasty in 
making that statement, and were badly mistaken in it. There are things in the 
Army and Navy and Marine Corps that are obsolete and that ought to be 
eliminated at once. We refer to the present pay schedules and the promotion 
system. The McNamee Pay Reports conclusively establish the obsoleteness of the 
former and the two House of Congress by their approval of bills, have shown 
their view of the latter. The President and the Congress, therefore, should lose 
no time in applying remedies in accordance with the policy which the former is 
enunciating and which, in the case of the legislative brancm, has proclaimed in 


the matter of promotion. 





"THERE IS ANOTHER obsolete condition which the President (this time Mr. 
Coolidge) and the Congress have recognized—housing. The predecessor of 
Mr. Hoover, whose championship of economy cannot be disputed, did not propose 
to have officers and men live in unsanitary, fire-menaced shacks, which were and 
are a disgrace to the Nation. It will be recalled the Army and Navy Journal 
launched a vigorous campaign for a correction of this condition. The campaign 
was strongly supported, particularly by the women of the Services, and to their 
activity in great measure was due the development of public concern. The Army 
was fortunate, also, in enlisting the powerful influence of Congressman James, 
and he labored zealously, making long inspection trips, talking to the President 
and the Director of the Budget, and winning the interest of his colleagues. 
Money was obtained by selling abandoned reservations. Now it is planned to 
extend the housing program over a longer period of years. We cannot believe 
that in making this suggestion, Secretary Good is familiar with conditions. We 
ask him to learn the facts, and not condemn officers and men and their families 
to live in buildings, which he would not now permit his own family to occupy. 





THERE IS A way by which economies can be effected, and that is by closing 

and selling reservations and navy yards that the Army and Navy do not 
want and the abandonment of which has been urged year in and year out. But 
can this be done? We doubt it. Members of the Senate and House have need 
of such labor employment stations, and they have been unwilling in the past to 
forego the benefit to their respective communities and states which large ex- 
penditures and employment have assured. That they will not change in this re- 
spect we can confidently predict. Human nature is human nature, and no poli- 
tician will be disposed to sacrifice a source of strength. So we may expect a 
determined opposition to spring up in the Senate and House to any recommenda- 
tion for the closing of navy yards and the disposal of military reservations other 
os) those which were authorized for sale in order to provide money for new 

ousing. 


WE ARE GLAD the General Staff is charged with the duty of studying the 

Army and recommending any for economy that are desirable. This 
certainly means the Cavalry will be let alone. Its value to the Army is so es- 
sential that we cannot conceive any attempt to reduce, much less abolish it. 
Secretary Good has eased our minds on this score. Because the war in France 
developed into a trench conflict, and because of the growth in the use of the 
motor in land and air transportation, the public has gotten the idea that the 
Cavalry is not as important a component of the Army as in the past. This is so 
erroneous that we propose to publish the facts, and in order to assist us we re- 
quest Cavalry officers to send us letters which we will be glad to print.

G, 185th Infantry, California National 
Guard, from Riverside Calif., arrived 
in the 40th Division Training Camp 
Sunday, in command of Capt. Johnson, 
commandant of cadets at the Sherman 
Indian Institute.

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RETIRED E. 0. SUES 

Brig. Gen. Samuel T. Ansell, counsel 
for William C. Lucas and Stanton K. 
Livingston, has filed petitions in the 
Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia for writs of mandamus against 
Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, Director of 
the Veterans’ Bureau, directing him to 
place petitioners on the emergency offi- 
cers’ retired list with their emergency 
rank and pay. The Court issued rules 
against the Director, requiring him to 
show cause on or before August 26, 
why petitioners should not be retired. 
Petitioner Lucas contends that having 
been once rated by the Bureau at more 
than 30 per cent disability the Director 
may not re-examine a re-rate him, 
but must retire him on the rating once 
given. Petitioner Livingston, after hav- 
ing been rated by the Bureau at more 
than 30 per cent was commissioned in 
the Regular Army, from which he later 
resigned; he contends that service in 
the Regular Army did not affiect his 
right to retirement under the Emer- 
gency Officers’ Retirement Act. The 
Comptroller General has held that the 
Director may disregard previous ratings 
and also that subsequent commissioned 
service in the Regular Army consti- 
tutes a waiver of retirement rights as 
an emergency officer. The petitions 
set up and rely upon the plain lan- 
guage of the statute as absolutely con- 
firming the right to retirement upon 
“all persons who have served as offi- 
cers of the Army, Navy, or Marine 
Corps of the United States during the 
World War, other than as officers of 
the Regular Army, Navy, or Marine 
Corps who during such service have in- 
curred physical disability in line of 
duty, and who have been, or may here- 
after, within one year, be rated in ac- 
cordance with law at not less than 30 
per centum permanent disability by the 
United States Veterans’ Bureau. Coun- 
sel believes both cases will be largely 
controlled by the cases of Cavanaugh 
and Easton who from enlisted men in 
the Regular Army were commissioned 
emergency officers and after discharge 
therefrom continued to serve as enlist- 
ed men in the Regular Army and were 
placed on the regular retired list with 
the pay of warrant officers. Both had 
been given a sufficient rating, but were 
denied retirement primarily because of 
their Regular Army status; Justice 
Hitz gave judgment in their favor and 
both have been retired, although the 
Attorney General has asked the Court 
of Appeals to extend the time to per- 
mit him to study the record and decide 
whether to appeal.

THE final ceremonies of the July, 

1929, C. M. T. Camp at Plattsburg 
Barracks, N. Y., were witnessed by Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and his staff. 
The boys acquitted themselves credi- 
tably and passed in review with a pre- 
cision unusual in such unseasoned body 
of youngsters. The Governor seemed 
favorably impressed by their appear- 
ance and made a brief address.

Proposals to augment greatly the 
tonnage of the Chinese Navy were out 
lined recently by Adm. ‘Chan Chat, 
commander of the Fourth Squadron, or 
Canton Fleet, according to dispatches, 

The Navy Reform Council, appointed 
two months ago to consider the reor. 
ganization of the Chinese navy, is now 
considering a number of plans, accord. 
ing to the reports, the most important 
being a proposal to divide the entire 
Chinese coast into four regional areas, 
The building program includes twa 
dreadnaughts of 12,000 tons, four light 
cruisers of 5,000 tons, two seaplane 
carriers, twelve river gunboats, two 
transports, two submarine mine layers 
and two hospital ships. 

The naval college will be patterned 
after the American system of naval 
instruction, with a course of not less 
than four years. 

The Canton navy numbers about 
fifty-two vessels, with a combined ton. 
nage of 14,000. Most of the warcraft 
are small river gunboats, although the 
fleet includes two light cruisers of 2,- 
010 and 1,078 tons each, two patrol 
boats and two air transports. 





Guadalajara, Spain (Special)—It was 
disclosed recently that Spain is con- 
structing a big airship in the military 
aeronautic works near here. 

The only military airship ever owned 
by Spain was the Espana, of the Astra 
type, which made its last flights in the 
beginning of 1913. 

About three years ago Spain sent to 
the United States a well known mili- 
tary aeronaut and engineer, Enrique 
Maidonado de Meer. When he returned 
to Spain he drafted the plans for a 
nonrigid airship with a capacity of 3, 
000 cubic metres, the intention being to 
use it for instructional purposes in the 
Spanish army. 

The construction of this airship was 
started with the greatest secrecy. It 
was the intention of the authorities to 
make the first flight over Madrid on 
the recent visit of the Danish mon- 
archs; but owing to the early depar- 
ture in consequence of the death of the 
Queen-Mother Maria Christiana, the 
plan was abandoned. 

The details of the airship reveal that 
the envelope is composed of strips of 
rubberizied linen of German manufac- 
ture, the edges being overlapped and 
sewn together. Its practical capacity 
is 3,300 cubic meters. Its maximum 
diameter is 36.08 feet and its total 
length 177.6 feet. 

The motors are two Wright whirl- 
winds with air coolers, and each has 
nine cylinders and develops 220 horse- 
power. They are placed on each side of 
the cabin, which is of elongated shape. 
Six persons in all can be carried, while 
there is space for two gasoline and oil 
tanks, abundant water supply, spare 
parts, baggage, gear and anchor. 

Maldonado has designed a latticed 
metal mooring mast 33 feet high, con- 
structed on a reinforced cement base 
and furnished at the top with a special 
arrangement allowing the airship to 
veer according to the wind. Four 
cables anchored on the ground would 
hold the dirigible on a horizontal level. 





Test Pumps for Machine Gun 


AFTER recent.tests of pumps to cool 
the caliber .30 machine gun, the 
Infantry Board has found the T-1 wa- 
ter-box pump most suitable, and it 
will be developed for further test. 

When six hundred rounds of this gun 
have been fired, the water boils; con- 
tinued firing heats the barrel, deflect- 
ing the discharge somewhat, and the 
steam generated tends to conceal the 
target and reveal the position of the 
gun. 

Tests for a better cooling device have 
been in progress since 1921. The T-1 
water-box pump has been found the 
most efficient. Defects in the T-1 will 
now be corrected and tests made to de- 
termine if its advantages will warrant 
equipping machine guns with this de- 
vice for use in such work as barrage 
and antiaircraft firing, in which con- 
tinuous firing is desirable.

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Inquires Into Causes 


THE report of a board to inquire into 
the curriculum of the general line 
course at the Navy Post-graduate 
School and the courses at the Nava: 
War College was recently made public 
through the medium of the Naval In- 
stitute as follows: 

The convening board required the 
board to inquire into and report upon 
thee urricula of the general line course 
at the post-graduate school and the 
courses at the Naval War College with 
a view to eliminating duplication to co- 
ordinate the work of the general line 
course with the War College courses; 
to make a thorough investigation of 
these courses and make recommenda- 
tions as to the curricula of the gen- 
eral line course and War College 
courses with a view to making progres- 
sive the general education of the of- 
ficers of the line of the Navy; to make 
any recommendations considered ad- 
visable relative to the education and 
training in general of line officers of 
the Navy. The board held its first 
formal meeting at the Naval War Col- 
lege, Newport, R. I., on April 17, 1928. 
A preliminary study of the subjects to 
be reported on was made at that time, 
and the procedure for further carrying 
out of the instructions laid down in the 
precept was agreed to as follows: indi- 
vidual members of the board to make 
thorough investigations of the various 
items required for consideration, and, 
as far as practicable, to interchange 
views, express opinions, and adjust dif- 
ferences that might arise, by corre- 
spondence; to hold such formal meet- 
ings from time to time as tke condi- 
tions might warrant. The procedure 
outlined has been followed, there hav- 
ing been additional formal meetings of 
the board at the Post-graduate School 
at Anapolis, and the Navy Department. 
Prior to reporting on these curricula, 
the board considers it essential to set 
forth the fact that the Bureau of Navi- 
gation directed the establishment _of 
the General Line School and the Junior 
War College in accordance with the 
recommendations made by a board of 
officers composed of Capt. D. W. Knox, 
U. S. N.; Comdr. E. J. King, U. S. N., 
and Comdr. W. S. Pye, U. S. N., which 
board made a study of all matters per- 
taining to the education of the line of- 
ficers of the Navy The report and 
recommendations of that board were 
approved by the Bureau of Navigation 
in 1919. The present board, after a 
thorough study of the Knox-King-Pye 
board report, considers that the study 
of the subject as then made was thor- 
ough and complete and the recom- 
mendations basically sound. 

The board finds that the curricula 
of the general line course, the Junior 
War College course, and the Senior 
War College course have been formed 
witha view to assisting in the prepara- 
tion of officers for the various phases 
of their careers and that the curricula 
of these three courses do actually meet 
these requirements and are specifically 
framed with the following in views: 

For the General Line School: The 
chief purpose of the instruction is the 
unification, confirmation and extension 
of previous instruction and experience 
of officers. The course should mate- 
rially assist in preparing them for the 
duties of heads of departments and 
for command of small vessels. 

For the War College: The chief pur- 
pose of the instruction is to assist in 
the preparation of officers for command 
duties in time of war and for duties 
on the staff of flag officers afloat. 

The board finds that there has been 
and still is some duplication in the cur- 
ricula of the Senior War College, 
Junior War College, and general line 
courses. The duplication which exists 
is in the curricula of the Junior War 
College course and the Senior War 
Callege course is due to the follow- 
ing: There being no eligibility rules, 
other than rank, for officers who at- 
tend the Senior War College course, 
the large majority of them have not 
the necessary fundamental background 
for solving complex problems which are 
required in the training for high com- 
mand, It is therefore necessary to 
have embraced in the curriculum of 
the Senior War College course some of 
which rightfully belongs in the curri- 
culum of the Junior War College 
course. The board is of the opinion 
that this duplication will continue un- 
til practically all officers who attend 
the Senior War College course will 
previously have graduated from the 
Junior War College. The board recom- 
mends that changes in the curricula for 
the elimination of the duplication ia 
the two War College courses, which 
may become advisable owing to chang- 
ing conditions, should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the president of the Naval 
War College. The small amount of 
duplication in the general line course 
and the Junior War College course that 
existed at the time of first meeting of 
this board, has now been eliminated 





owing to the investigations made by the 
board. 


The board finds that the assignment 
of officers to take the various courses 
has not been entirely in accordance 
with the recommendations of the Knox- 
King-Pye board. The variations to 
those recommendations in this respect 
are as follows: 

The General Line School: Officers 
with more than ten years’ commission- 
ed service have been assigned to take 
this course. 

The Junior War College: Officers 
with less than ten years’ commissioned 
service have been assigned to take this 
course. In some classes the greater 
number of student officers have been of 
the rank of lieutenant instead of lieu- 
tenant commander. 

The Senior War College: The greater 
number of student officers assigned to 
take this course are in the grade of 
commander instead of captain. 

Careful considerations of these vari- 
ations in assignments of officers from 
the approved ‘nox-King-Pye board 
recommendations show that some of 
them are due to service conditions 
which cannot be ignored. For example: 

In view of the large number of cap- 
tains who have had the Senior War 
College course, it is now necessary to 
detail many commanders to take this 
course, in order that the clasess may 
be filled, and in order that all officer 
of the grades of captain and com- 
mander may have the opportunity to 
take this course. However, as all com- 
manders in the future will have com- 
pleted twenty years’ commissioned 
service, all officers taking the Senior 
War College course will be in accord- 
ance with the basic recommendations. 


While the Junior War Conege course 
is for officers between the tenth and 
twentieth years of commissioned serv- 
ice and primarily for lieutenant com- 
manders, consideration must be given 
to the probability that in the near 
future all lieutenant commanders will 
be between the fourteenth and twenty- 
first year of commissioned service. 
Therefore, many senior lieutenants will 
have completed ten years of commis- 
sioned service. The board is of the 
opinion that such senior lieutenants, 
provided they have completed two sea 
cruises, should continue to be eligible 
for the Junior War College course. 
However, the board appreciates that 
the present personnel situation as re- 
gards the assignment of lieutenants 
and lieutenant commanders necessi- 
tates the detail of a certain proportion 
of the seniors of general line course 
graduates to the Junior War College 
course to meet the exigencies of the 
service, 

The board is of the opinion that as 
far as practicable officers assigned to 
the general line course should be those 
completing their first cruise as com- 
missioned officers; and, is further of 
the opinion that when there are more 
officers of more than ten years’ com- 
missioned service available for assign- 
ment to the Junior War College course 
than the college can accommodate, the 
eligible juniors be available for assign- 
ment to the general line course. 

With increased number of officers 
detailed annually to take the War Col- 
lege courses and the general line 
course, the space allotted for carrying 
out the work to the best advantage 
has become inadequate. The Naval 
War College building is much more 
crowded than desirable, it being nec- 
essary to place as many as four officers 
in some of the rooms, which, for best 
results, should not have more than two 
officers. The lecture room which, with 
the present curriculum, is used much 
more frequently than formerly, is in- 
adequate in size and not suitable for 
the presentation of slides which have 
become an important factor in critiques 
and lectures since the War College was 
built. The board recommends that in- 
creased facilities be provided for the 
fsa College at the earliest practicable 
ime.

It is very humiliating 
te see a corporal or sergeant take some 
of the things he must. Consider his 
opinions. Raise the standard of eligi- 
bility and their opinions wil be found 
to bear some weight. 

And last, but not least, try this idea 
eut. It sounds rather fantastic but 
I have talked it over with officers, civ- 
ilians, reserve officers and Congressmen 
and they approve. But they will do 
nothing. From the Army as a whole 
and from all branches pick selected 
Non-commissioned officers and some at 
random, to form a Non-commissioned 
Officers’ commission to sit in Washing- 
ton at stated intervals to acquaint the 
General Staff with conditions in the 
enlisted ranks and files.

We know this 
is possible. Assemble these men and 
find out the things that are talked over 
in barracks, the things that no officer 
can learn without sleeping in our squad 
rooms or eating in our messes or shov- 
eling the coal that we shovel. He does 
not sée the demoralizing effect of fa- 
tigue from the window of the officers 
club nor the polo field. Give the idea 
a trial, and let the chips fall where 
they may. The War Department has 
the right to disapprove of the sugges- 
tions if necessary. 

You will find if things are investi- 
gated that we want these: A better 
class of recruits; better quarters in all 
posts and not a certain part of them; 
we want better advantages for mar- 
ried soldiers; we want grades and pay 
for staff and clerical men instead of 
giving it to civilians; we want this to 
be an Army and not a charitable affair; 
we want technical sergeants instead 
of civil service; we want to be respected 
by our officers and by the public; we 
want a clothing in cash with 
restrictions as to what limit we may 
go to in regards to clothing; we want 
authorization of a military uniform at- 
tractive in design, peculiar to our 
branch and at no expense to the Gov- 
ernment; we want the higher 
of enlisted men to be separated from 
the ranks; and with a distinctive mark 
on their uniform; we want enlisted Re- 
serve —— given the — —_—.

A recent discussion between 
friends resulted in the opinion that it

a resignation. At the time it was writ- 
ten the writer was a newly commis- 
sioned second lieutenant of Field Ar- 
tillery and was, and is still, very much 
in love with this man’s Army. 

Subject: Resignation. 

To: The Adjutant General 
Army. 

1. I respectfully tender my resigna- 
tion as a Second Lieutenant of Field 
Artillery in the United States Army. 

2. My reasons are as follows: 

a. I am married and find it impos- 
sible to live on the pay and allowances 
of a Second Lieutenant which is my 
only source of income. 

b. There is no opportunity to better 
my financial condition while I remain 
in the service, and this has become an 
increasing source of worry to me. 

ce. In the Army my financial and so- 
cial obligations will increase more rap- 
idly than my income which means in- 
creasing indebtedness with little or no 
hope of clearng myself. 

d. I wish my resignation to be ef- 
fective January 1, because I shall at 
that time be able to take a position in 
civil life which will more than double 
my present income, and in the future 
increase my income in direct propor- 
tion to my abilities. 

3. In view of the fact that several 
other resignations have been tendered 
at this post within the last year or 
two I wish to make clear my reasons 
for resigning. 

a. The Military service has always, 
and always will hold more attraction 
for me than any other walk of life. 

b. My present assignment, which is 
my first, has more than justified the 
high opinion I had formed of the of- 
ficers and men of the Army and of 
the Army life itself. 

ce. The work, the associations, and the 
environment are all that any soldier 
could ask or hope for, but it is im- 
possible to forget that a man should 
have a sense of duty to his home as 
well as to his country. 

d. It is obvious to me that I can- 
not continue to live decently on my 
present pay, that there is no hope for 
any relief while I am in the junior 
grades of the Army, and that the only 
thing for me to do is to resign. 

e. On the other hand, I believe that 
I can continue to be true to the motto 
“Duty, Honor, Country” by serving to 
the best of my ability in the National 
Guard or the Organized Reserves, and 
by so doing, use to good advantage the 
training I received at the United States 
Military Academy. 

f. In the event that my resignation 
is accepted I will endeavor to secure a 
commission in the National Guard. 
Failing in that, I will immediately ap- 
ply for a commission in the Organized 
Reserves.

MAJOR BLANK’S PROBLEMS. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
APROPOS of the pay question, to 

which you rightly devote so much 
space, the following may be of inter- 
est: 

Three years ago Maj. Blank was or- 





dered to Washington for duty. It was 
an assignment. not uncomplimentary to 
him. He sought a residence for him- 
self and family. Houses in proper 
neighborhoods were offered at $135 per 
month unfurnished. Apartments with 
more than three bedrooms were hard 
to find, and none were less than $130 
per month unfurnished. The combina- 
tion dining room and sitting room made 
it quite out of the question to occupy 
such a fiat, even if the money was 
available. 

Finally, in the suburbs, one and a 
half hours from his office, Major Blank 
procured a house with four bedrooms 
at $96 a month unfurnished. It offered 
reasonable comfort, but it cost nearly 
$150 per month for rental, heat and 
light, for which the Government allows 
the officers $100. 

Major Blank’s monthly budget is as

stamps, stationery, Christmas cards, 


and family gifts at the Christmas sea- 
son, watch repair, shoe laces, shoe re- 
pairs, tooth paste, shaving soap, cold 
cream, and—and—but why proceed? 

PD a does Major Blank possibly do 
it? 

He doesn’t—in a reasonable manner, 
for financial anxiety dogs his every 
step. He looks back to 1914 when he 
found himself a first lieutenant with a 
wife and two babies and an income of 
about $3,200 per year. In terms of the 
dollar of 1914 his income today is 
$3,347.76. The babies are no longer 
babies, and there is another lamb in 
the flock. 

Somehow, the financial worries of his 
position do not seem quite fair to him. 
How solve the problem of higher edu- 
cation for the children? The problem 
of an occasional party dress for the 
cheerful (ah! yes, too cheerful) and 
patient mother? And the second-hand 
bike for the youngest girl? 

I submit, Mr. Editor, that some- 
thing be done for such public servants 
as I have described. Maj. Blank is an 
actual person, and the figures he gives 
are as real as he is. He would gladly 
face any joint committee of Congress if 
he could do anything to help his broth- 
er officers and himself—and his and 
their families.

BN. SGT. MAJ. WRITES. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

Acting upon your invitation to sub- 
mit suggestions and recommendations 
reference pay, promotion, ete., I beg 
the liberty to set forth my views with 
reference to a certain class of enlisted 
men, namely, the Battalion Sergeant 
Majors of Infantry, Field Artillery and 
Cavalry. 

As chief clerk of a battalion the bat- 
talion sergeant-major is required to 
give or transmit orders and instruc- 
tions to the first sergeants of his bat- 
talion, all of whim are superior to him 
in grade. Oftentimes the senior bat- 
talion sergeant-major is required to 
perform the duties of the regimental 
sergeant-major while he is absent, sick 
or on furlough. This situation causes 
a great deal of embarrassment to all 
concerned and often leads to friction 
and loss of cooperation. Since most 
of the regiments of the Army are di- 
vided among two or more posts, the 
battalion sergeant-major is almost al- 
ways required to function as post ser- 
geant-major, a duty commensurate with 
the grade of master sergeant. 

Before the World War the battalion 
sergeant-majors were in a grade higher 
than the first sergeants. Not long ago 
there was a move on foot to advance 
the battalion sergeant-major to the 
second grade, which would place him 
on an equal footing reference to rank 
with the first sergeants. To date noth- 
ing definite has been done about it. 

From my own personal experience 
of seventeen years in the Army, during 
which time I have served in almost all 
grades from private up to and includ- 





Authorize Inf. Manuals 

T THE request of the Chief of In- 

fantry, the War Department has 
authorized the Infantry Association to 
print and sell the Basic Field Manuals, 
Volumes I (Field Service Pocket Book), 
II (Infantry Drill Regulations), and 
III (Basic Weapons), according to the 
Infantry Journal. 

The Field Manuals have been in 
process of preparation for more than 
two years. Volume I was prepared by 
the General Staff, Volume II in the 
Office of the Chief of Infantry, and 
Volume III by the Infantry Board. 
The manuals contain in compact form 
the substance of the underlying regu- 
lations now in force, and of others 
approved or under consideration but 
not yet published. While these man- 
uals are tentative in nature, the War 
Department has authorized their use 
by the Service. The War Department 
invites constructive criticism of the 
manuals, 

There is at present little likelihood 
of these volumes being printed by the 
War Department. The policy is to al- 
low arms and services, if desired, to 
print at their own expense pertinént 
volumes for use by them until such 
time as funds are available to the 
War Department. The Infantry Asso- 
ciation has agreed to the publication 
of the manuals cited above. Volume 
I will probably appear in September 
and the others at short intervals there- 
after.

Comptroller’s Decisions 

A-27728. (S) Pay — Commissioned 
Warrant Officer, Navy—Computation. 

The pay and allowances of a commis- 
sioned warrant officer of the Navy un- 
der the limitations prescribed in sec- 
tion 2 of the act of February 16, 1929, 
45 Stat. 1187, for fractional portions 
of 28, 29 or 31 day months, must be so 
adjusted that were the conditions to 
continue for a year the officer’s pay 
would exactly equal the statutory limit. 

A-28088. (S) Military leave—Na- 
tional Guard members participating in 
a parade. A civil employe of the 
United States who is also a member of 
the National Guard of a State is not 
entitled to military leave under Sec- 
tion 80 of the act of June 3, 1916, 39 
Stat. 203, while absent from duty par- 
ticipating in a “parade,” such parade 
in itself not constituting field or coast- 
defense training within the meaning of 
the act. 

A-28041. (S) Naval court-martial— 
Witness fees—Mileage and per diem. 
The pay of civilian witnesses duly sub- 
poenaed to attend a naval court-mar- 
tial in the District of Columbia is the 
same as that allowed witnesses in the 
United States courts therein, and such 
witnesses attending a court-martial 
trial in obedience to a subpoena are en- 
titled to the mileage and per diem com- 
pensation authorized by statute to be 
paid to said court witnesses. 

Payment to civilian witnesses is au- 
thorized for the mileage distance .ac- 
tually traveled by the nearest availapie 
route between their residence and ‘the 
place where the Naval court-martial 
hearings are held, regardless’ of 
whether both are in the same city.

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Preference to Veterans 
ASSURANCE that veterans and their 

wives and widows will be given 
first preferance in the organization 
that is to take the fifteenth census of 
the United States next year is con- 
tained in a letter William M. Steuart, 
director of the census bureau, has sent 
to Representative Louis Ludlow of In- 
diana. Citing that the headquarters 
of the American Legion is in his dis- 
trict and that he is interested in the 
employment of veterans everywhere in 
taking the census, Representative Lud- 
low wrote to Director Steuart asking 
for a statement of the bureau’s policy 
that would be reassuring to veterans 
and their families. The District of 
Columbia department of the Disabled 
Veterans of the World War recently 
adopted resolutions insisting on prior- 
ity for veterans in filling these places, 
and similar action has been taken by 
veterans’ organizations in other p . 

There will be about 100,000 enumera- 
tors appointed throughout the cour- 
try, all of whom will be outside of civil 
service. 

Director Steuart in his reply to the 
Indiana representative quotes language 
of the census act which he construes 
to mean that it was the intent of Con- 
gress to give preference to veterans, 
whether disabled or not, and to their 
wives or widows and he adds: ; 

“Certainly, it is my intention to give 
preference to such persons whenever 
possible in making the appointments 
for the coming enumeration. 

“You know and I believe every mem- 
ber of Congress knows that at least 
one enumerator will be required in 
every political subdivision to collect the 
the population and possibly to gather 
statistics of agriculture and enumerate 
other information required for the cen- 
sus. These ons will not be required 
to take a civil service examination but 
they will be required to take an exami- 
nation that I will prescribe for 
This examination will consist of the 
answering of a number of questions, 
answering of a number of inquiries to 
enable the office to decide upon their 
qualifications, and also to prepare a 
census report for population, agricul- 
ture, etc., based upon a narrative fur- 
nished by the Bureau of the Census for 
this purpose. 

“The Bureau is now actively engaged 
in organizing the force of supervisors 
who will be required for the census. 
This organization should be well ad- 
vanced by the coming fall and it is 
the intention to then take up the se- 
lection of enumerators. From your let- 
ter, I understand that you believe that 
the requirements for the census 
enumerators can give the largest num- 
ber of appointments to veterans, their 
widows, etc., but it must be distinctly 
understood that all persons receiving 
these appointments must demonstrate 
their ability to do the work, and that 
they munt not undertake the job un- 
liess it is their intention to see it 
through; also that they will have to 
have qualifications equal to those of 
other applicants.”

CAMERAS FOR PLANE GUNS. 

The War Department has awarded 
contracts for 1,140 parachutes and a 
number of machine gun cameras for 
the Air Corps to the Irving Airchute 
Co. and the Fairchild Aerial Camera 
Corporation, it was announced recently. 

The cameras will be installed in 
Air Corps fighting planes to be used 
in training pilots and gunners in the 
manipulation of their guns against 
enemy planes and they will be so 
mounted on the machine gun mount- 
ing rings that the cameras may be 
aimed and operated in the same man- 
ner as the machine guns they replace. 

Instead of firing bullets when the 
trigger is pressed the camera will take 
a small picture showing where the 
bullet would have struck. On each pic- 
ture, the exact time of exposure will 
be recorded automatically, enabling 
those participating in this camera-gun 
training to determine which shots took 
effect first and the precise effect of 
their “fire.” 

The order for 1,140 parachutes is be- 
lieved to be one of the largest single 
orders ever placed for parachutes. The 
contract specifies that they be deliv- 
ered within the next six months.

The Mercury racer is a development 
of the original racer of the same name 
built in 1927, which reached a speed of 
290 miles per hour. The most import- 
ant of the changes in Lt. William’s 

plane is the use of monoplane wings in- 
vtead of the biplane wings of the ear- 
lier plane. The racer has a 26 %%-foot 
wing spread and is powered with a 
Packard 24-cylinder “X” engine which 
develops in excess of 1,100 horsepower. 
The twin floats of the ‘seaplane will be 
utilized as radiators to cool the engine 
while it is taxiing on the water. The 
propellor has been geared down and 
the compression ratio of the engine 
raised to about 7 to 1. There are 48 
spark plugs and four distributors. The 
fuselage, wings and tail members are 
constructed of wood, and the control 
surfaces are of metal. The plane 
weighs approximately 4,400 pounds. 

As to whether the plane will be en- 
tered in the race will not be decided un- 
til it has been fully tested. It is be- 
lieved that it will do considerable more 
than 300 miles an hour. In the event 
that the Mercury breaks present air 
speed records, it is the opinion of sev- 
eral that Lt. Williams and his backers 
will be content and will not enter the 
cup race.

(Continued from First Gg 
pounds. The rate of fire is about 18 
shots per minute. 

37 mm. Automatic A. A. Cannon. 
This weapon occupies a position inter- 
mediate between artillery and machine 
guns and possesses many of the advan- 
tages of each. It fires 100 high explo- 
sive loaded projectiles per minute, each 
of which is armed with a supersensi- 
tive fuse which will function on impact 
with the fabric of an airplane wing. 
The gun may be mounted on either a 
fixed or mobile carriage. 

Fire Control. The new Case III sys- 
tem of fire control which replaces the 
war-time sighting apparatus is purely 
a post-war development. In this sys- 
tem an anti-aircraft director computes 
automatically and continuously the fu- 
ture position of the target in space and 
corrects for all abnormal conditions 
which affect the flight of the projectile. 
The firing data in the form of eleva- 
tion, azimuth and fuse range are trans- 
mitted automatically to the guns and 
are there displayed on dials. The gun- 
ners by matching pointers moving over 
these dials keep the guns continuously 
laid on the future computed position of 
the target. No sighting apparatus is 
used on the gun carriage and it is not 
necessary that the gunners see the tar- 

et. Self-contained height finders have 
Een developed to replace the old two- 
station altimeter system. Instruments 
of this type are very accurate and 
readily transportable in the field. The 
height finder readings sre transmitted 
automatically by an electrical system 
to the director. 

Machine Gun Materiel. Both the .30 
aand .50 caliber machine guns have 
been improved in respect to rate of 
fire and dependability. New tripod 
mounts have been developed and stand- 
ardized. New fire control instruments, 
including machine gun computers, 
heights finders and automatic siights 
have been tested with satisfactory re- 
sults. Considerable experimental work 
has been done with multiple machine 
gun mounts arranged so that three 
or four guns are fired with respect to 
each other on a single carriage and 
made to fire simultaneously at the same 
target. 

Miscellaneous Materiel. All new 
antia-aircraft artillery carriages have 
been equipped with the recently per- 
fected continuous type fuse setter 
‘which permits the setting of about 
27 fuses per minute in accordance with 
data transmitter automatically from the 
fire control director. A new sound lo- 
cator has been developed and stand- 
ardized for the use with the sixty 
fnch anti-aircraft searchlights. This 
{nstrument will locate an airplane with 
@ensiderable accuracy at night at 
renges greater than those of the lights. 
A special vehicle, called an instrument 
Sathee, is provided with each mobile 

un battery to transport the generat- 
ng equipment required for the electric- 
al transmission system, and the com- 
splete fire control equipment of the 

tiery. The torque amplifier or re- 
mote control systeem used with both 
3 inch and 105 mm. guns is a spectacu- 
lar and potentially valuable apparatus. 
It lays the guns automatically on data 
received from the director with accur- 
acy superior to manual control. - 

A battery of four new 3-inch anti- 
@ircraft mobile mounts controlled by 
the new Ordnance Department director 
will be tested during the 1929 exercises. 
The director has been designed with a 
view to providing the greatest possible 
effectiveness against rapidly maneuver- 
ing targets. The gun carriages are 
identical in all important characteris- 
tics with those tested in the last two 

ears, but many minor changes have 

n made to facilitate manufacture. 
For example, recent advances in the art 
of steel welding have given assurance 
that it will be possible to substitute 
this type of construction for practically 

1 steel castings in our gun carriages. 
f. welded parts are less costly, can 

produced more rapidly, and weight 
less than cast steel parts. Welded con- 
struction has been largely used in the 
new mobile carriages. 

Three 3-inch anti-aircraft fixed car- 
riages will be furnished for test in con- 
nection with two new types of auto- 
matic control systems, one of which 
was soneeee 4 the Ordnance Depart- 
ment and the other by a private manu- 
facturer.

Submarines present still another 
problem. England woul sacrifice 
much for an abandoment or rigid limi- 
tation of submarines, her Navy’s great- 
est menace, and in spite of the strenu- 
ous protests our naval experts would 
raise, this government probably would 
be in accord with England on this. 
However France, Italy and Japan 
would have to be taken into considera- 
tion and there is not the remotest 
possibility of Franch acquiescence. 

President Hoover is confronted with 
an embarrassing situation. Obviously 
the outlook is not promising. As was 
the case prior to the 1927 parley, the 
British are following their “acceptance 
in principle” of the parity demand 
with a gradual seeping out of their 
real attitude. No real curtailment is 
contemplated by them in existing ton- 
nage and apparently they have no idea 
of accepting real parity in cruiser 
strength. : 

With dim prospects of a successful 
conference the opening of Congress 
will find the President sadly handi- 
capped to meet the attacks of the na- 
val advocates.

There has been some criticism of the 
fact that targets have for the most 
part in previous years been towed on 
straight-line courses at constant alti- 
tude.
